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SOURCE 


1- In mid -Máj 1953, the work force at Joeksdorf airfield was'reduced to about 
500 saen wko resíded in the Ticinity of the field* Kon-lqcal worker» mostly 
frosa Saxony and Thuringía, were dismissed» There were also convicts on the 
construction site s who were quartered in a tent camp* Some of them had com© 
from the Gottbus prisono Allegedly 2CC convicts of the sect í! Jehovah s s Witnesses” 
refused to work on the field because it is a military installation and y theref ore , 
were shipped to another constniction site. 

2. On 28 May, source observed a narrow-gauge field railway track which extended 
in east-west direction under the Forst~Weis3wasser railroad line f north of 
Klein-Koelaig, near railroad kilometer soarker 20,25- The traek crossed the 
roatí frcm Simmersdorf to Gross-Koelzig railroad station at the sa.me level. 

About 100 meters east of the intersection, there ms a bridge, about S meters 
long and 2*5 meters id.de ? across a small brook, Farther to the east, sand wes 
being unloaded from lorries, some of which bore the inscription ”VEB Bau Leipzig”, 

3. The s tandard-gauge spur track, whlch branched off frcm the Forst-Welsswasser 
railroad line aboul 300 meters south of SÍMoersdorf , extended partially on a 
newly raised embankment, about 1 meter high, and crossed the road to Gross- 
-Sclmcksdorf which started at the northern exit of Jocksdorf and leá to the 
north» West ©f the intersection was an atixiliary railroad line, about 2C0 meters 
long and, with light poles ? which extended to the southeast and reached the 
newly macadamised Gross-Schacksdorf-Gosda road about 1^5 km south of Gross- < 
-Schacksdorf » Five constructíon sheds were just east of thís road. Ano.ther 
track, probably the contímiation or end of the spur track, vas observed east 

of Jocksdorf . 

4- A clearing, in which the stumps were 30 to 5C cir. kigh, extended ïvom the Gross-» 
-ochacksdcrf - Preschen road south of triangulation ooint 30.3 towird Kaschen 
Pond, The cut trunks had already been hauled away, The area along the southern 
border of Kaschen Pond was cleared of wood and a hollow, about 1 meter deep, 
was exeavated „ This hollow was full of water ancl the surrounding terrain was . 
rather marshy, Source believed that there was a construction site which ex~ 
tended toward Jocksdorf . The ©ntire area could not be observed but the noise 
of dredgers and rarners was heard. Source further observed from a point south 
of Jocksdorf that a elearing extended ín the easterly extension of the narrow- 
-gauge field railroad track- 
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A fence ? about 300 meters long, viith concrete pille v& 10 meters apart vas 
unúer consti'uctioK j?ist north of Joclcsdorf where waraing signs were scen* 

Aïiother portion of the fence extendeá jnst east of Jocksdorf toward the south« 

A uooden entrance gate guarded fey two Soviet sentries observed in the southern 
section of Jocksdorf* abotrfc 50 meters east of the raod bend» This gate oponed 
to a construetion síte vhich extended to tbe east* Germsin convicts v/ere erecting 
a fenee there* South of the entr&noe gate there viere several temporary huildlngs 
iwáer eonstruction* Three low brick buildings were observed near the spur track 
east of Joeksdorf..
